Going inside out

Holiday shoppers on Michigan Avenue this 
month can get a unique gift: Viewing parts of 
the Wrigley Building that haven’t been visible 
to the public since the “fraternal twin” towers 
were completed in 1921 and 1924. 

The ongoing renovations, which have peeled 
away some of the towers’ terra-cotta skin to 
reveal good old Chicago bricks and glimpses 
through windows of the building’s bones, will 
remove the ground-level glass-and-steel walk- 
way between the two buildings, fix some bad 
facade work with the hopes of rejuvenating 
the plaza space and remodel much of the office 
space. 

Whether the Wrigley Building was the cata- 
lyst or just an important piece of the puzzle, its 


completion in the early 1920s came during a 
remarkable period of change for the city, when 
business— mostly confined to the iron chains 
of the Loop— jumped north of the river. In a 
short period, too, the public space around the 
Michigan Avenue Bridge, completed in 1920, 
coalesced into arguably the heart of the city 
The London Guarantee Building brought its 
graceful curve in 1921 to the southwest corner. 
Before the decade was out, this square would 
be further defined by the art deco statement at 
333 N. Michigan Ave. and the Gothic landmark 
of Tribune Tower. 

William Wrigley Jr.’s decision to put his of- 
fices on the north side of the river was a bold 
move— and he wasted no time. He bought the 
irregularly shaped parcel for the south tower 


for about $215,000 in 1919, broke ground in 
March 1920 and declared it 95 percent rented 
in February 1921, two months before it opened. 
It was the first major office building north of 
the river in that area, and demand clearly was 
strong. 

It didn’t take long for the rest of Chicago 
to fall in love with the Wrigley Building. Even 
before the south tower was completed, “Mme. 
X” extolled its virtues Jan. 30, 1921, on the Tri- 
bune’s society pages: “Well may the famous 
leaning tower of Pisa and the two less famous, 
less leaning towers of Bologna totter and trem- 
ble. Their supremacy, in the tower line is men- 
aced, if not destroyed, by the Wrigley tower of 
Chicago. ... It is magnificent, imposing, unfor- 
gettable.”

NO MOTIVE OR

FOR CONNECTICUT 
SCHOOL SHOOTING

NEWTOWN, Conn. The gunman in the Con- 
necticut shooting rampage was carrying an 
arsenal of hundreds of rounds of especially 
deadly ammunition— enough to kill just 
about every student in the school if given 
enough time, authorities said Sunday, raising 
the chilling possibility that the bloodbath 
could have been far worse. 

Adam Lanza shot himself in the head Fri- 
day just as he heard police drawing near to the 
classroom where he was slaughtering helpless 
children, but he had more ammunition at the 
ready in the form of multiple, high-capacity 
clips each capable of holding 30 bullets. 

The disclosure on Sunday sent shudders 
throughout this picturesque New England 
community, as grieving families sought to 
comfort each other during church services 
devoted to impossible questions like that of 
a 6 -year-old girl who asked her mother: “The 
little children, are they with the angels?” 

What began as a peaceful and solemn re- 
membrance for victims of the Connecticut 
shooting massacre also was shattered Sun- 
day by a telephoned bomb threat that forced 
the evacuation of a Roman Catholic church 
where several of the victims were members. 

The Saint Rose of Lima Roman Catholic 
Church has been a sanctuary for people dis- 
turbed by the tragedy in the heavily Catholic 
town, a wealthy suburb surrounded by wood- 
ed hills some 80 miles from New York City 

Eight of the funerals for the shooting vic- 
tims have been scheduled there. 

On the direction of police. Monsignor 
Robert Weiss asked people at the noon Mass 
service to quickly exit the building on Sun- 
day No bomb was found. 

With so much grieving left to do, many 
of Newtown’s 27,000 residents wondered 
whether life could ever return to normal. 
And as the work week was set to begin, par- 
ents had to decide whether to send their own 
children back to school.

the shooter decided to kill himself when he 
heard police closing in, about 10 minutes 
into the attack. 

“We surmise that it was during the second 
classroom episode that he heard respond- 
ers coming and apparently at that decided 
to take his own life,” Malloy said on ABC’s 
“This Week.” 

Authorities said they found hundreds of 
unused bullets at the school, which enrolled 
about 670 students. 

“There was a lot of ammo, a lot of clips,” 
state police Lt. Paul Vance said. “Certainly a 
lot of lives were potentially saved.” 


The chief medical examiner has said the 
ammunition was the type designed to break 
up inside a victim’s body and inflict the maxi- 
mum amount of damage, tearing apart bone 
and tissue.

The 5-year-olds in Janet Vollmer’s kindergarten class 
heard the noise: Pop. Pop. Pop. 

What was that noise? They looked to Vollmer for 
answers. 

They were too young to understand what it meant 
when they heard the gunfire Friday outside their class- 
room door at Sandy Hook Elementary School in New- 
town, Conn. 

They never heard of Columbine. They didn’t know 
anything about Virginia Tech. These children, at that 
tender age, couldn’t comprehend the kind of carnage 
created by a mass shooting— the same kind of shoot- 
ing that by the end of the day would make their school 
the scene of the second-worst school shooting in U.S. 
history 

Inside the classroom, Vollmer’s job— as it has been 
nearly every day for i8 years— was to keep the children 
calm, focused on the task at hand. “%u could hear 
what sounded like pops, gunshots,” she said. 

The children had been through emergency lockdown 
drills at the schools. So when Vollmer locked the doors 
and put the blinds down, they knew what to do: “go over

in the safe area” in the back of the classroom. 

There, Vollmer read to the children. 

When they asked questions about what was happen- 
ing, Vollmer and her teaching aides told them: “We’re 
not really sure, but we’re going to be safe, because we’re 
sitting over here and we’re all together.”

Newtown officials couldn’t say whether 
Sandy Hook Elementary School would ever 
reopen. 

“We’re just now getting ready to talk to our 
son about who was killed,” said Robert Lica- 
ta, the father of a boy who was at the school 
during the shooting but escaped harm. “He’s 
not even there yet.” 

Jim Agostine, superintendent of schools in 
nearby Monroe, said plans were being made 
for students from Sandy Hook to attend 
classes in his town this week. 

The road ahead for Newtown was clouded 
with grief 


“I feel like we have to get back to normal, 
but I don’t know if there is normal anymore,” 
said Kim Camputo, mother of two children, 
ages 5 and lo, who attend a different school. 
“I’ll definitely be dropping them off and pick- 
ing them up myself for a while.” 

Also Sunday, a Connecticut official said the 
gunman’s mother was found dead in her paja- 
mas in bed, shot four times in the head with 
a . 22 -caliber rifle. The killer then went to the 
school with guns he took from his mother, got 
inside by breaking a window and began blast- 
ing his way through the building. 

As churches opened their doors, federal 


agents checked out dozens of gun stores and 
shooting ranges across Connecticut, chasing 
leads they hoped would cast light on Lanza’s 
life. 

Investigators have offered no motive for 
the shooting, and police have found no letters 
or diaries that could shed light on it. 

School officials were discussing how to 
send survivors back to class, but Newtown 
police Lt. George Sinko said he “would find 
it very difficult” for students to return to the 
school. 

“We want to keep these kids together,” he 
added. “They need to support each other.”

Prayers, tears 
and speeches 
mark vigil

NEWTOWN, Conn. President Obama 
on Sunday consoled the Connecti- 
cut town shattered by the massacre 
of 20 young schoolchildren, lauding 
residents’ courage in the face of trag- 
edy and saying the U.S. was not doing 
enough to protect its children. 

“Surely we can do better than 
this,” Obama told a packed high 
school auditorium. 

The emotional prayer vigil capped 
a day when worshippers sought sol- 
ace in churches to mourn the victims 
of Friday’s slaughter at Sandy Hook 
Elementary School. 

“Here in Newtown, I come to of- 
fer the love and prayers of the na- 
tion,” Obama said. “I am very mind- 
ful that mere words cannot match 
the depths of your sorrow, nor can 
they heal your wounded hearts. ” And 
then he declared a theme he would 
return to throughout the vigil, saying 
“You are not alone.” 

Obama spoke the names of the 
Sandy Hook school staff members 
who died Friday and lauded their 
courage. 

“They responded as we all hope we 
might respond in such terrifying cir- 
cumstances. With courage and with 
love, giving their lives to protect the 
children in their care,” Obama said. 

Parents and children filled the 
Newtown High School auditorium 
for the evening vigil. Some of the 
children clutched stuffed animals 
and Red Cross blankets issued to 
ward off the cold.

Woman, grandson 
hurt in home fire

The child was in serious-to-critical 
condition and the woman was in fair- 
to-serious condition.

The fire, which generated a large amount of 
smoke, is believed to have started in a closet 
in a seventh-floor apartment, Langford said. 
Firefighters were called to the scene about 
1:30 p.m. and it was declared under control 
just before 2 p.m. An EMS Plan i, which 
sends six ambulances to the scene, was called 
for the fire. 

Fire officials said they are investigating 
the cause of the fire and could not say if it 
appeared suspicious or accidental.
